DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 15-20 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

2. Invention 1 is claims 1-14 and Invention 2 is claims 15-20 

3. Inventions 1 and 2 are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination claims a 
bolster. The subcombination has separate utility such as being used as a balloon 
catheter. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 15-20 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Iglesias 
(USPN 3926187). 

Iglesias discloses a tube with a lumen and an anchoring device that is attached 
to said tube, and an elongated connector member having a lumen extending from a first 
end of said elongated connector member to second end of said elongated connector 
member; wherein said elongated member being pivotally mounted to said housing and 
can be aligned with said tube. (Figures 1, 4 and entire reference) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 9, 10 are allowable. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
